Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/29/2007 on pages 7-12 are persuasive, especially 
the following: 

Further, even assuming arguendo that Lottick and Cordis could be combined in 
a working fashion, this combination would still not teach Applicants' invention since 
no where is it taught, suggested or remotely contemplated to dispose the stop member 
adjacent the sealing surface "to regulate a working pressure between seal surfaces" to 
within a range of about 7 kg/cm 2 to about 13 kg/cm2 to effectively seal tissue. 
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In a telephone interview Edward Meagher on February 6, 2007, it was agreed to 
amend independent claims 6, 16 and 17 to include this limitation as detailed above.
